WVHEREAB, A. J. Hayden had been granted a permit to construct and operate a drive-
in gascline filling station at the southwest corner of Eleventh and Waller 8treets,which
permit set forth various conditions whioch he would have to comply with before he ocould
operate; and

YHEREAS, sald A. J. Hayden never met the conditions set forth and never operated
the filling station; and

WHEREAS, D, P, Craddook hae filed an application for a permit to complete said
filling station and intends to operate same in a manner which would not make various
conditiona previously set forth necessary; therefore, we, your committee, have oon~
Bidered his application for conditional use of the site for a filling station and hereby
submit recommendations as follows:

We, the Safety Committee of the City of Austin, recommend that this permit be
granted subject to the following conditions:

(1) That the permit previously granted to A. J. Hayden, as recorded in City Minute
Book 11, Pages 185-186, be revoked by the City Council.

(2) That no commercial water for the filling of radiatore or other commercial use
shall ever be used under this permit.
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(3) That all bulldings and equipment shall be placed inside of the property line,
correct lines to be obteined before construotion starts, or equipment installed. Lines P
and grades to be obtained from the City Encineering Department for entrances and drive- :
ways, bullding plans to be approved by the City Bullding Inspector. E

(4) That 1f any building is ever bullt over the driveways that the ceiling of that
portion of the building that extends over driveways shall be covered with metal. Supportp
for portion extended over driveway to be supported by brick or reinforced conorete pll-

lars.

(5) That gasoline storage tanks and pumps and equipment used in connection therewith
ghall be of an approved type, and shall bear the label of the National Board of Fire
Underwriters. All equipment to be installed in ocompliance with Olty and 8tate Regula-
tions governing such installations, All equipment to be inspeoted and approved before

being placed in service,

(6) That gasoline pumfs and other equipment used in cennection with the operation of
a gasoline filling station shall be so loonted that care reocelving service therefrom
will not in any manner obsitruct the sidewalk, street or alleyway. The pumps shall be

at least ten feet ineide the property line,

(?7) That eleotric lights only shall be used for lighting purposes, and all eleotrie
wiring shall be done in oempliance with regulations governing the wiring of gasoline
£11ling etations, and shall be approved by the 0ity Electrical Department.

(&) That "NO SMOKING" signs shall be displayed at all times, and no person shall be
permitted to emoke or have any open flame on premises where gascline is gsold or etored,

{(9) That there shall be kept in an accessible place at all times a chemical fire
extinguisher for emergency use.

(10) That the interior grades of the station, whether constructed of gravel, earth or
conecrete, shall be such that no water can passg from the interior of the station over
any port{on of the Olty sidewalk area.

(11) That a plan of the £illing station showing the proposed location of pumps, drive=-
ways , ramps, ourbs, gutters and methods of draining away weste water and olls, marked
2-G=116A filed herewlth as a part of this resolution, must be followed in the oconstruc-
tion of this filling station before sald station is used as a filling statlion.

(12) That all gasoline pumps, tanks, equipment and piping connected thereto shall be
inspected and approved by the City Plumbing Inspector.

(13) That all exterior adjacent walks, ramps, gutters and curbs shall be constructed of
conorete and all construction shall conform to the attached plan of the development
